nove other sowed the svets of intellec-| © 


‘tual progress in the human mind ; none 
bat the hierarchy taught moral prin- 
ciples, the. Folations betwren man and 
man; hone other taught the duty that 
man owes to God, his will with respect 
‘to man’s actions, and his parposes with 
respec: to man’s end. The world is in. 
deed a great debtor to religion. It is 
only the noo-readers of bistory,—the on- 
reflecting, —whe deny the debt. Much 
as it is the fashion to undervalue religion, 
—strong as is the tendency of Christian 
nations to separate religion from politics, 
—yet if it were suddenly withdrawn from 
«the world, and politics alone left to 
guide society, the human rece would re- 
trograde,—mankind would mourn,—the 
gteatest suerce of all consolation for 
humanity would be gone. Jt was reli- 
gion that civilized Europe. It was reli- 
gion that laid all the existent foundations 
of European end American society. It 
is religion to-dey, with its moral police, 
the clergy, that does more to humanize 
society than all other ancillary institu - 
tions put together. It is an undeniable 
fect that wherever the church goes up, 
there society is improved, morally, intel- 
and socially. Take away the 


Columbia, and it would almost disorgen- 
ize society. Yet in this colony there is 
ove singular feature connected with re- 
ligion—the ftendeacy of .clergyme: 10 
leave the country,—end perticalarly is 
this so among the Protestant clergy. A

What causes have 
been ot work to produce such a clerical 
emigration we kuow not. It is true 
that our population bas cecreased, aod 
it would naturally fullow that a less 
number of clergymen would be required. 
But that dun’t wholly account fur their 
departure. ‘There is a wide field for mis- 
vionary enterprises’ among the Indian 
population, in every direction in our vast 
territory.
